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Historic Cultural Landmarks at Oct. 26 meeting 


A major item on last week’s City Council 
agenda was the Cultural Heritage Commission’s 
review of Historic Landmark sites in Sierra 
Madre. 

There are 32 properties on the list and they 
include the following: Old North Church, 1890, 
First Congregational Church; Congregational 
Church, 1927, Rev. Arthur Pritchard, Pastor 
Emeritus; parsonage, 1904, moved from Auburn 
and Sierra Madre Blvd.; site of St. Rita’s Catho¬ 
lic Church, l925-l%9, present church built 
l%9; G. Blumer house, 1882, built by Amos 
Trussed; Bartlett House, 1890, was early small 
hotel; Kraffi House, 1886, Mr. Oston, architect; 
Clark House, 1885, first hardware store owner in 
Sierra Madre; El Reposo, 1911, T. M. Webster, 
architect; M. Penn Phillips House, 1924, Joseph 


Kaiser, architect; J. C. Pegler House, 1912, 
second story addition in 1920; Hoover House, 
1927, purchased in 1932 by Herbert Hoover II; 
Hawks and Coop, first real estate office; J. C. 
Pegler Carriage House, 1895, converted to 
residence 1939; A. I. Hawks, 1895, packing 
house; A. I. Hawks Adobe, 1890, built for 
curing lemons; Original Carriage House, 1885, 
built for the Clarks; Bailey House, 1909, built 
for the Bailey Sisters; Hunting Lodge, 1887, built 
by member of Valley Hunt Club; Stork House, 
1885, Elle Shephard Bush Studio; Bonita Vista

and Maybury, architect; Site of first Sierra 
Madre Library, 1887, one of oldest libraries in 


California in continuous operation; J. G. Corson, 
1914, Issac to Dr. Krebs to Suman; Carriage 
House for Corson Home; Landmark Structure, 
1908, put sign on boulder; Pioneer Cemetery, 
1884; Mt. Wilson Trail, 1864; Entrance to 
Carterhia, 1882; Churchill Ranch House, 1911, 
Stevenson Store, 1913, grocery store, real estate 
office, beauty shop. 

Owners of these locations have been notified 
that their properties have been identified as 
landmarks and have been urged to support that 
designation so they may be included on the local 
Register. 

There are many benefits to owners of these 
properties and Ken Joy, an attorney from Bell¬ 
flower, was on hand last week to describe these 
benefits. 


"The Mills Act dictates that an owner of a 
historic preservation employs a contract with the 
city, a special evaluation technique is adopted by 
the county assessor’s office. Typically, an owner- 
occupied residence that might command $2300/ 
month rent will be valued under this technique by 
$130,000 to $150,000. A house commanding the 
$2300 rent would have an increased market value 
of at least $250,000. 

"There is a 10-year contract requirement, 
however, and a penalty is enforced if the owner 
withdraws earlier from the contract with the 
city." 

What Joy is saying is that the property will 
be valued at considerably less, therefore, the

Chamber considering donation 


' of historic ‘Green cabin’ 


By Ann Luke 

The Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce has been offered the historic "Green 
cabin," on the Jameson estate, for use as the 
chamber's office. The Jameson Foundation has 
offered to move the cabin to a location at the 
south end of the Memorial Park and to assist with 
necessary renovations to the building. A garage 
would also be included. 

The Parks and Recreation Department ap¬ 
proved the project at their Oct. 18 meeting. 

According to Phyllis Chapman, the cabin was 
built in the late 1800s and was originally used for 
workmen on the estate; it was later converted to 
a rental. The cabin’s 25 foot by 12 foot space 
would allow for ample storage of chamber mater¬ 
ials and equipment. 

According to Board member Don Murphy, 
some plumbing and electrical work would be 
needed, including pouring a foundation and doing 
some structural repairs, but the Jameson Founda¬ 
tion might provide some financial support. 

The benefits would be that the historic build¬ 


ing would be saved and would provide an attrac¬ 
tive office for the chamber. While some area of 
the garden in the park would have to be remov¬ 
ed, much of the garden could be preserved. 

The chamber also discussed a chamber pro¬ 
ject to upgrade the area near the band shell by 
providing a food-service area. Believing that the 
summer concerts should become an annual event, 
due to the growing popularity of these activities, 
and seeing the need for a food-service area for 
these and other park events, the chamber has pro¬ 
posed taking some money from its band shell ac¬ 
count to construct a 19 foot by 12 foot slab just 
ea.st of the City Hall building as a service patio. 

According to Chamber Board member Mike 
Delgatto, the plan, which has also been approved 
by Parks and Recreation, includes the installation 
of a small sink in the planter box attached to the 
building. This space would afford concertgoers a 
food-service area on a flat surface adjacent to the 
bandshell.

O’Donnell urges ‘no’ 
on Prop. 170 


Lynn O’Donnell, one of our long¬ 
time subscribers living in Upper Hastings 
Ranch, urged us to outline problems she 
sees in Proposition 170. she noted that the 
special election Nov. 2 "caught everyone 
by surprise. We did not think we would 
have to fight Proposition 170 until the 
regularly scheduled election in June of 
1994...We must defeat Proposition 170 
and save Proposition 13." 

She explained that Proposition 13 
guarantees that property taxes shall not 
exceed one percent of assessed value ex¬ 
cept to pay off voter-approved general 
obligation bonds. Proposition 170 would 
allow these bonds to be passed to build 
schools (and property taxes to be raised) 
with only 50 percent of the vote. 

O’Donnell noted that general oblig¬ 
ation bonds place the entire burden of 
repayment upon property owners. Those 
who cannot pay the increased taxes to pay 
off the bonds can lose their homes. "With¬ 
out this protection, those who rent could 
vote to raise taxes on those who own pro¬ 
perty, without incurring any obligation 
themselves."

• When we instruct people how to get to 
the Sierra Madre News oftlee, we always 
point out the school bell and tower, and the 
flag pole. They are easy to find, and so is 
The News office when we tell them to look 
for those points of interest. We also say, 
"We’re in the middle of Kersting Court, 
under the pepper tree." They usually 
chuckle and say, "How quaint" or "it must 
be a small town." We an.swer "yes" to both 
of those remarks. 

• Several petiple have asked, over the 
years, about that school bell. Why is it in 
the middle of Kersting Court? Where was it 
originally? 

• It was in Kersting Court, because that’s 
where the original school was located. 

• In 1905, the school district assisted in 
bringing transportation into the center of 
town by selling the southeast corner of the 
school grounds in Kersting Court to the 
P.E. Railroad. A year later, the school 
building was purchased by J.D. Tucker who 
used the number to construct two houses at 
the west end of Sierra Place. The rest of the 
property was then exchanged for four acres 
on Highland Ave.. present location of Sierra 
Madre Elementary School. The pre-sent 
central business section to the north of the 
Kersting triangle was built on what was once 
the school grounds of the .school that opened 
in September. 1886. 

• Look for future updates in the News on 
Sierra Madre’s first school... 

• Sierra Madre’s historic school bell was 
presented to the Historical Society by the 
local school board prior to the unification 
with the Pasadena system in 1961. At that 
time, the bell was located in the tower of the 
Sierra Madre School on West Highland. The 
bell, marked "^26-B.N. and Co., Cincin¬ 
nati, Ohio.” was delivered to the society for 
storage on Feb. 1 , 1971, after it was taken 
down from the tower because of the need 
for expensive eartliquake-proofmg. 

The bell was about 100 years old in 
1972. That makes it 121 years old this year. 

• It’s a 300-lb. bell and .served three of 
Sierra Madre’s elementary schools—in 1887, 
1906, and 1930. 

• On Feb. 8, 1972, at the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Cultural Heritage Board, the 
Planning Commission and Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Commissions, the City Council declar¬ 
ed Kersting Court a historic site and estab¬ 
lished the way to install the bell there. Dedi¬ 
cation of the bell tower was two years later, 
on Oct. 27. 

At that dedication, Helen Obazawa, 
who still lives in Sierra Madre, sang. For¬ 
mer Sierra Madrean Myrt Waite, who was 
then president of Sierra Madre Historical 
Society, conducted the program. 

Harlan Pedersen designed the tower 
and the committee was chaired by Roy 
Buchan. 

• The bell still hangs in its protective 
tower in Kersting Court, and is not used 
anymore because it is, unfortunately, 
cracked and ailing. It can still ring; howev¬ 
er, anyone who attempts to touch that bell 
has to answer to anyone at the Sierra Madre 
News or Bill Birgensmith. We protect it 
with our lives. 

• Early residents listened for that bell 
because it was the only means of warning 
Sierra Madreans of danger. It was the only 
way to let people know if they needed some¬ 
one to fight fires. When the mountain near 
Sturtevant Camp was on fire, Mr. Sturte- 
vant’s daughter rang the bell to get firefight¬ 
ers to go to the fire. 

Later, the Epi.scopal and Congregation¬ 
al church bells were the "town criers" in 
time of danger.

While 
most of the "home¬ 
town" newspapers are a 
thing of the past (only 
one remaining in that 
county that once boasted 
several), we considered 
them a priceless com¬ 
modity of our own.

I am somewhat dis¬ 
mayed at the results of 
your poll so far.

This sounds like some 
of the "local-happen¬ 
ings" in my hometown 
paper: "The Just-a-Mere 
Ladies Club met at Mrs. 
Houk’s home on Middle 
Creek on Wednesday 
afternoon and discussed 
calf-pulling and button¬ 
holing. Roll was taken 
by Miss Elly, who 
requested each member 
to recite her favorite 
hymn. Refreshments 
included Jello on a 
lettuce leaf with a scoop 
of cottage cheese, cof¬ 
fee, tea or white light¬ 
ning. A good time was 
had by all." 

My folks subscribed 
to the paper in my 
behalf for many years. 
A time finally came 
when I no longer knew 
the people in the arti¬ 
cles, so many had died

or moved away, and I 
asked that they discon¬ 
tinue the subscription. 

It was a thrill, 
though, to time travel

tence really meant or 
reading her sale adver¬ 
tisements from the real 
estate section in my 
hometown paper.

The circus comes to town

Sumner Mickey’s pasture was normally 
a very quiet place. Located on the south side 
of Washington Street between 16th Street and 
the "Dolly" tracks on the west, on summer 
days the sole occupants were two or three 
placid cows. But on a hot, summer morning 
in 1914, all was changed. Gollmer Brothers’ 
Circus had come to town! Out of the early 
dawn they had appeared, apparently from 
nowhere, although their coming had been 
advertized for weeks. 

Like most of the kids in town and a few 
adults, 1 hurried to the pasture and watched 


what must be one of the most amazing de¬ 
monstrations of coordination and efficiency. 
Everything seemed to be hurry and confusion, 
but stakes were driven, poles erected, and the 
big top (there was only one), was pulled into 
place by the first elephant I had ever seen. By 
late forenoon the main tent was up, as were 
the dressing rooms, cooktent and sideshow 
quarters. By noon the seats were in place and 
there was a calm in the activity. I remember 
the quiet was punctuated by the roar of the 
lion, the first lion I had ever heard or seen. 
The spectators drifted away to eat the noon 
dinner and await the afternoon performance.

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Council faces financial problems 
with difficult decisions 


The City Council Tuesday evening at an ad¬ 
journed meeting decided to adopt most of the 
"decision package" outlined by David Cain, fi¬ 
nance director of Sierra Madre. 

Cain explained that he thought establishing a 
General Fund Reserve Balance Policy was imper¬ 
ative and Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn MacGilliv- 
ray, sitting in for excused Mayor Clem Bartolai, 
agreed that it was "essential." 

Councilmembers adopted a policy statement 
addressing a 10 percent general fund reserve, 
hoping to raise it to 15 percent in future years. 
Hopefully, the reserve would be achieved within 
a five-year interim with funds budgeted each fis¬ 
cal year and set aside in a reserve account. A 10 
percent would be $400,000 with a sliding scale. 
Cain agreed to write a policy letter establishing 
that item. 

When they looked at the next item that Cain 
had suggested, adopting a revised capital project 
budget, the council decided to forego any capital 
projects this year except what are already in the 
hopper. This will decrease the overall budgeted 
capital expenditures by $1,957,000. 

Councilmembers decided to attempt selling 
advertising in the recreation brochure that is sent, 
inserted in the Sierra Madre News, to all resi¬ 
dents, in an effort to lower the cost of the item. 

They also agreed to reduce staff time by ac¬ 
cepting an agenda that is either already three- 
holed for a notebook or one that is stapled and 
rubber-banded, instead of the manilla cover with 
tabs. 

They decided to hc'ld two items until talking 
with City Attorney Chanes Martin, one which al¬ 
lows the city clerk and recording secretary to 
record only official actions taken by the City 
Council and Planning Commission unless "other¬ 
wise specified by the mayor." They also wanted 
the attorney to decide whether or not they should 
save the tapes for past meetings or whether to 
videotape the sessions and keep them on file. 

Cain will find a method to pay bills on time, 
receiving discounts instead of paying financial 
charges as he has had to do because of the lag 
time caused by the councilmembers needing to go 
through every warrant before payment is made. 

MacGillivray asked Councilman Lee Cline to 
meet with Cain and track warrants through as 
well as walking through the budget process 
before Cain starts this option. Cline argued that 
he needed time to go through every warrant. The

other councilpersons chose to go through them 
when these warrants are their re-sponsibility at a 
particular meeting. 

Other points discussed Tuesday evening were 
cataloguing and inventorying infrastructure so as 
to replace it when necessary instead of waiting 
until replacement is almost too late. They dis¬ 
cussed establishing a policy to plan for such 
replacement, identifying future cash needs not 
currently projected. 

Councilmembers also decided to look at the 
water needs in the community, to study what the 
water department anticipates as its needs in re¬ 
placement. A possible water filtration system was 
discussed and this item will be explored at the 
Nov. 2 adjourned meeting, following next Tues¬ 
day’s regular meeting. 

Other adjourned meetings, besides the regular 
council meetings, are on Nov. 16 and Nov. 30, 
all at 6 p.m. 

At the end of Tuesday evening’s adjourned 
meeting, the council discussed the Economic 
Development Committee and how disappointed 
they were in the findings. 

At last week’s council meeting, MacGillivray 
expressed her unhappiness with the lack of "blue 
sky" ideas. She reiterated that Tuesday. 

Adams reiterated his displeasure with the 
negative approach by the Economic Development 
Committee. Mayor Clem Bartolai, who was not 
present Tuesday, had expressed the same dis¬ 
pleasure at last week’s meeting, as was recorded 
in an earlier piece in this week’s paper. 


City council responds to Economic 
Development Committee’s charges 
that city is anti-business 


"Something rankled me when you said that 
the city appears to be anti-business. That’s bal- 
ony. There is a rare exception (if that is true). 
The city is anti-BIG business. I haven’t felt any 
anti-business...Look how the city assisted in the 
rebuilding the new area after the fire. And rem¬ 
ember the major funding the city gave to the 
Main Street Program when it was proposed years 
ago. Anyone involved in the Main Street Pro¬ 
gram will remember that we did a lot more be¬ 
cause there was a full-time person involved. The 
city worked toward that goal. How can we im¬ 
prove that ‘anti-business’ charge," said Mayor 
Clem Bartolai after Bob Oden, chairman of the 
Economic Development Committee, made his 
presentation last week at the City Council meet- 
'ing. 

Oden answered that when someone goes to 
the planning department, "they receive no an¬ 
swers. It’s not just for business. Residents, too, 
have a hard time. We’re not referring to the City 
Council, but the attitude to potential developers 
is in question. If the people who respond like that 
are in front of the public, there’s a problem. 
Main Street is good. We focus on the lack of 
community development effort. We are looking 
at something much broader. Marketing has to be 
done professionally." 

Oden was referring to his committee’s re¬ 
quest that a marketing person be hired, paid for 
by CRA funds. 

Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn MacGillivray sug¬ 
gested that they look into an economic devel¬ 
opment plan for the whole community. " I would 


like to see the city staff resolve its own prob¬ 
lems." 

She suggested that the City Council receive 
and file the report. The main report was outlined 
in last week’s News story on the front page. 

At that same meeting, Don Murphy, architect 
and chair of the physical development sub-com¬ 
mittee of the Economic Development Committee, 
presented plans which he had drawn up, plans he 
hoped that the city would adopt for Sierra Madre. 

Those included restructuring the parking area 
behind the North Baldwin properties to make a 
common parking area that would park 71 cars. 
The plan, published in The News several weeks 
ago, suggested relocating the garage businesses, 
moving all garage businesses in one location, 
perhaps in an area on the south side of Mariposa 
Parking Lot. 

Another idea investigated was to develop the 
alley area behind Kersting Court, making it a 
"walking environment, a boutique area. This in¬ 
volves relocation and would make parking more 
accessible, encouraging art use. It would be a 
natural expansion and recognizes the opportunity 
that with the URM (unreinforced masonry) retro¬ 
fitting, one of those buildings could be removed, 
creating a walk through," Murphy said. 

The third suggestion was to open up frontage 
off Sierra Madre Blvd. onto the Mariposa Park¬ 
ing lot, he explained. Retail shops could face 
each other in the drive through and automotive 
businesses could be moved to the back of the 
Mariposa parking lot, Don Murphy said. 


Area boys find ‘home^ in Boys Choir

John L. Thurman, 27, was in the Pasadena 
Boys Choir for six years. During that tenure, he 
was also Prefect when he was between the ages 
of 13 and 14. 

Thurman is the son of Sierra Madre Interim 
Police Chief John C. Thurman and his wife, 
Mariann. 

"The title is actually ‘head choir boy’ .with * 
extra responsibility," the police chief told The* 
News. "Kids related to him as at junior staff j 
level...There is a definite commitment for thcj 
boy and his family," Thurman added, and said, 
"If not, that must be confronted." 

Kids need to feel a team effort as in athlet¬ 
ics, Thurman explained, and John Barron, direc¬ 
tor of the choir, said, "We like to have the choir 
members be part of a sports structure, also. 
There is much physical activity associated with 
the choir such as choreography. They also need 
to have leadership ability." 

Thurman counted on his fingers the ways his 
son, John L., had expanded his horizons while 
being in the Pasadena Boys Choir. "It taught him 
discipline, organization and expanded his maturi¬ 
ty. From the choir he went directly to Maranatha 
School where he was student choir director and 


all-league in football. Then he went on the West 
Point." 

John and Mariann Thurman were very invol¬ 
ved with the choir, and continued even after their 
son left the folds of the group. Thurman is now 
chairman of the board and his wife is director of 
wardrobe. 

"They are very strong supporters. Mariann 
has a major department to maintain and inventory 
‘the wardrobe. Remeitib6r that Some boys have to 
be refitted two of three timete a year as they grow 
!out of their robes. The look is part of the image, 
a'traditional look," Barron said. 

Some of the students have gone into law en¬ 
forcement, one with LAPD and one with the 
sheriffs department here, as well as one in the 
Midwest with a sheriffs department there. 

Thirteen Sierra Madre youth have participat¬ 
ed during the last few years with close to 100 in 
total from Sierra Madre, Arcadia and East Pasa¬ 
dena. 

Auditions begin this Saturday, Oct. 23, from 
9:30 to noon at Chandler School. There is anoth¬ 
er audition Saturday, Oct. 30, at the same time 
and place. 

A parent must accompany the child. There 
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will be more auditions after Christmas, Barron 
explained. 

Dr. John Henry Lyons founded The Pasade¬ 
na Boys Choir in 1925, creating an institution 
and a tradition that would have an impact on 
Southern California throughout the rest of the 
century. 

Lyons was an educator who was determined 
to build an institution that could be favorably 
’ (sbmpar^’ Whh its European counterparts. He^ 
*' established''a multitude of choruses, one withinj 
each of the elementary and junior high schools of 
the Pasadena school system. Thousands of youth 
were trained each year and a select group of 1(X) 
was drawn from those choirs, becoming known 
as The Pasadena Boys Choir. 

In 1953, Dr. Lyon retired and for awhile the 
choir became an orphan. In 1971, John Barron, 
its present director, reestablished it as a nonprofit 
corporation and it has thrived ever since. 

This year’s campaign goal is $160,000, to be 
raised over a two-year period. The campaign is 
designed for $86,000 for program development, 
$34,0(X) for scholarship aid, and $40,000 for 
endowment. 

Another active youth is Dwight Dillon, 11, 
of Sierra Madre. He is the son of Dr. and Mrs. 
Paul Dillon and he has been in the group for over 
a year.

As president of the 
Arcadia Branch of the 
American Association of 
University Women, I 
wish to express the As¬ 
sociation’s opposition to 
Proposition 174, the 
School Voucher Initia- 


AAUW has histori¬ 
cally been opposed to 
the use of public funds 
for non-public elementa¬ 
ry and secondary 
schools. AAUW be¬ 
lieves that public educa¬ 
tion is the foundation of 
a democratic society. 
They oppose all forms 
of discrimination and 
believe in the separation 
of church and state. 


AAUW has always sup¬ 
ported a strong system 
of public education. 

The California 
AAUW (of which the 
Arcadia Branch is a 
member) has criteria it 
uses when analyzing ed¬ 
ucation reform efforts 
and "school choice" 
proposals. The criteria 
specified that mecha¬ 
nisms for accountabili¬ 
ty, assessment and ev¬ 
aluation be a part of the 
program. "Proposition 
174 just didn’t meet our 
standards. Proposition 
174 does not require 
private schools to pub¬ 
licly disclose how they 
are spending our tax 
dollars. They would not 
be required to meet 
specific regulations in 
the areas of curriculum, 
teacher certification, 
safety, health or special 
needs students," said 
Zie Treguboff, L.A. 
District Public Policy 
chair. 

AAUW believes that 
Proposition 174 will 
seriously undermine, 
not improve public ed¬ 
ucation. "In California 
only 550,0{X) children 
attend private schools. 
The majority of our 
children rely on our 
public schools. We need 
to look at what is good 
for the whole of society, 
not the few," said Dr. 
Fay Weber, L.A. Dis¬ 
trict Director. 


The proliferation of 
voucher-redeeming 
schools would necessi¬ 
tate a new level of bur¬ 
eaucracy to be formed 
to handle the distribu¬ 
tion of tax dollars. This, 
coupled with the critical 
shortage of funds for 
public education, could 
necessitate the need to 
raise taxes. 

For all of the above 
important reasons, 
AAUW and 1 urge all 
citizens to go to the 
polls on Nov. 2nd and 
vote NO.

THE ELEMENTS OF STYLE 
William Strunk Jr. and B.B. White 

If you don’t read Strunk, 

Then you will flunk. 

But by reading White, 

You’ll get it right. 

My college advisor was very fond of re¬ 
citing this corny little ditty when referring to 
"The Elements of Style" by William Strunk 


Jr. and E.B. White. Strunk printed this gem 
of English grammer rules in 1918 for use in 
his English college courses at Cornell. "The 
little book," as it became widely known, 
covering a mere 92 pages in its third edition, 
still shows up today in the hands of many a 
college freshman on campuses throughout the 
country. 

A former student of Strunk, E.B. White, 
better known for writing "Charlotte’s Web," 
handled the revisions of "the little book," 
keeping the language concise, the instructions 
clear and the pace crisp. 

"The Elements of Style" focuses on the 
fundamental usage rules and composition prin¬ 
ciples most often ignored or broken in the 
English language. Although it doesn’t cover 
everything, its slim, compact size and easy-to- 
find-and-follow format make this book acces¬ 
sible for every writer: college students, busi¬ 
nessmen and women, letter writers—in short, 
everyone.

Retired teacher 
turns to poetry 

' A retired teacher, who "had to do something 
to keep my mind from getting rusty," turned to 
writing poetry and recently had his second book 
of poems published. 

Bob Shorten, an Arcadia resident for 40 
years, served as chairman of the social studies 
department at Arcadia High School and was prin 
cipal of Pasadena City College adult education at 
AHS during his teaching career in Arcadia. 

He realized he had a fascination for words 
while a high school student in Wisconsin; how 
ever, he didn’t start writing until his retirement 
in 1974. His first book, "Of People and Places," 
was published in 1989. "Book II" of the same 
title was published last month and is available 
from the publisher. Noble House of Owings Mill, 
Maryland. 

His new book is a collection of poems which 
call "attention to the many facets of our Republic 
(the People). 1 do not point the finger in accusa¬ 
tion; I believe we must examine alt foibles and 
idiosyncrasies—as well as the strengths of our 
Republic—to better understand the present in the 
light of the past. This is our best insurance for 
guidance in the future." 

A charter member of the International Soci¬ 
ety of Poets, Shorten recently attended the soci¬ 
ety’s convention along with more than 800 other 
poets from all over the world, who entered a 
contest. The local writer explained that his poem 
dealing with everyday problems of life, entitled 
"Whittle, Whistle and Spittle," made it through 
the semifinals but lost in the finals. 

The poem identifies his "grandpappy," who 
whittled, whistled and spittled: 

"To whittle means, simply, to chip away 

At the knotty problems we face each day. 

To whistle means when we have a sad task. 

Accept it though one’s face must be a mask. 

As for spittle, well—Tm noncommittal. 

But, 1 think, grandpappy would spit a little." 

Shorten explained that he prefers standard, 
metered rhyme but does do some free verse. 

, In addition to writing poetry, this gentleman, 
who claims to be "pushing 85," goes lawn bowl¬ 
ing with the Santa Anita Club three times a week 
and he plays cards at least once a week with the 
poker club he organized. 

A widower, Shortell has three children: Steve 
is, a professor £^t Northwestern University; Tim is 
h department, manager with Vons in Pasadena;
